Sir, 

I Thank you for yours, which by reafonof my abfence came 
not to my hands till tliis day. Elizabeth Travers dyed on 
Thurfday night, OSioher 21. The next morning I fent for a 
Chirurgion, and fome others to be prefent at the opening, and 
taking off of her Breaftsj though we only took off one, vix,. the 
b iggeft , ' which was the left, and having weighed it , we found 
it of ^/x/^y/uwr pounds weight. Upon the opening of it » fwhich 
we made in fcveral places) wecould find neither Water, nor 
Cancerous humors, nor any thing vitious, more than the prodi- 
gious bignefs^and the tubiili and Parenchymous flefli were pure- 
ly white and folid, and no other than what we fee in the foundeft 
Breads of Women , or the bed Udders of other Animals. She 
bad loft her ftomach and reft feverall weeks before, and made 
great coaiplauus of her Breafts from their great diftenfion, and 
iier whole Body was exceedingly emaciated. . I have fent you 
inclofed one meafure , which wos the Breadth of her two Breafts 
(asHic waslayd out on a Table being dead ;)Ime3n, from the 
further end of the one to the other 5 vi\-\\Q\\yovC\f\n<^ three foot 
two Inches and an halfe ', and afjot her meafmejfliewing theC/>- 
cttrnference of tlie Breafts long- wife , viz. fcur fost^ and ne^ifostr 
inches} and a th.'rd, giving the Circumfererce oHht Breadth ^ 
viz.. three foot four inches and an hdfe. 

The right Breaft we rook not off, but we gucfs, it weighed 
/lj«r/j' pounds. I did fome weeks fince begin a Salivation with 
her, which kffend her Breafts in circumference fome inches ^ 
but (lie proving not conformable, I (iurft not proceed to 
keep up the flux, but v/as forc'd todefia. Butfhcvvas won- 
deifu'ly revived afterwards for fometiirie. S!ie being weary of 
that courfe, I then cnufed a C^/i/?/V to heapplyd-, upon which 
the B{ch,xr falling- off, yet notluag ill'ucd out of the Breaft. 
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Then Icaufed an Tncifion-knife to be ufed, and made an Inci- 
fion two inches and an halfe deep ( fuppofing the Cauftick had 
not wrought deep enough ) biu 'twas to no more i urpofc , 
than the former,
